MINISTRY OF FOOD 
NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 11th April, 1994 

G.S.R. 377(E) - Til exercise of the powers conferred b\ clause 5 of the 
Sugar (Control) Order, 1966 and in supcrsesvo.i of he Government of India 
in the Ministry of Fond Order No. GSR 9(E) dated the 7th January. 1994. the 
Central Government hereby directs that no recognised dealer shall hold any stock 
of vaccum pan sugar or Khandsari (open pan sugar) for a period exceeding seven 
days from the date of receipt by him of such stuck and shall not keep in stock at 
any time— 

(1) Vacuum pan sugar in the places mentioned below, in excess of the 

quantities mentioned against each - 

(i) in Calcutta and extended area - - 

(a) recognised cealers who import sugar from outside West Bengal— 

3,500 quintals; 

(b) other recognised dealers—250 quintals; 

(ii) in other places— 

(a) in cities and towns with a popula'ior of one lakh or more— 
250 quintals ; 

(b) in other towns and areas with a popuiation of less than one 
lakh -125 quintals. 

(2) Khandsari ((pen pan sugar) in excess of 250 quintals : 

Provided that nothing in this Notification shall apply to the holding or keeping 
of stock or stook of sugar or khandsari— 

(i) on Government account; or 
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fi‘) by the recognised dealers nominated by a S'ate Government or an 
oihcer authorised by it o hold stock for distribution through fair 
price shops; 01 

(iii) by the Food Corporation of India 

Provided further '.hat the aforesaid stock holding lini'i'turn over period of 
stocks will not apply to s'ugar impoited under Open General Lie-nee. 

Further in exercise of the powers conferred by clause 15 of the said Order, 
the Central Government directs that the Sta c Governments or Union Territory 
Administrations are authorised to fix a lower stock limit in the case of recog¬ 
nised dealers dealing m retail trade. 

Explanation-—For the purpose of this Notification— 

(i) “Calcutta and extended area" means the area specified in the sche¬ 

dule to the notification of the Government of Wes! Bengal No. "?752 
FS'F.5|I4R 9261 dated the I6ih December, 1964; and 

(ii) for counting the period of holding of the stock, the date on which 
any stock is teecived by the recognised dealer shall be included.
